John Nance Garner 


It is not easy to explain John Nance Gamer 
to people who don’t r« nember his name 
o r 
what he atood for in partisan politics a genera­ 
tion ago. 
The mold h t was shaped in was brok en and 
thrown away long ago. It already was archaic 
when he was put on the Democratic tick et with 
Frank lin D. Roosevelt in 1932 -- a rough-hewn 
Texan to balance a suave Hy de Park er. 
It wmild be post-mortem flattery to say that 
“Cactus Jack ” helped win the election in 1932. 
That election was lost by Herbert Hoover and 
Charles Curtis. But it would be accurate to say 
he helped to beat Alfred M. Landon and Frank 
Knox in 1998. By that time he had b^ome a 
sy mbol of integrity In an administration char­ 
acterized by the hit-’em-in-the-jugular tactics of 
a new breed that had roped and branded the 
Democratic partv. He never lik ed the newcom­ 
ers. He doubted their intentions and mistrusted 
their methodi. 


John Gamer was dumped unceremoniously in 
IMO when he balk ed at a third t« m for Frank ­ 
lin Roosevelt. Henry A. Wallace was put in his 
place, then dumped in turn to mak e a place 
for Harry Truman four y ears later. Mr. Gar­ 
ner went home to Uvalde, Texas, to raise pe­ 
cans and grow olc^ gracefully . 
His death at 96 and his quiet y ears on the 
sidelines are a footnote on the chaotic events 
o l recent y ears. Mr. Gamer did what he said 
he wanted to do — drop out of sight.

He lived gracefully , in the light of his self- 
imposed terms, for mwe than a quarter of a 
century aftw leaving the center of the public 
stage. 
He died with his integrity intact. 
Not every man who stmts the public stage 
can claim as much when his final curtain falls. 


Follow The Exit Sign 


Sargent Shriver’s threat of quitting his post 
as director id the Office of Economic Oppor- 
timity if his budget is cut illustrates how some 
government officials lik e to have two sets of 
rulea for play ing the money game. 
LaM y ear, Congress authwized $1.7 billion 
for the antipoverty program. Recently Republi­ 
cans reconunended a $1.2 bilUon appropriation 
as satisfactory for this fiscal y ear. 
Mr. Shriver hit the ceiling over the proposed 
cut. He said the total is inadequate threatening 
to quit if Congress doesn’t give him what he 
wants to run the Office of Economic Opportuni- 
ty . 
The director is an example of government of- 
flciids who expect taxpay ers to cut their budg- 
(iii whatever is necessary to provide funds for 
itovammmt (^)« *ation—and do it with a sense 
St duty without squawk ing. 


But when the director is told he may have to 
tighten his opiating belt, he threatens to run 
out. 
He say s, in effect, “If y ou don’t play by my 
rules I’ll go home.” 
We have news for Mr. Shriver and any other 
government official who shares his philosophy : 
the door is open. 
Other government officials battle tooth and 
toenail to get the funds they believe necessary 
to their programs. They tell why and where 
there is need. They don’t y ell: “I’ll quit!” 
They ik m’t alway s get the money they would 
lik e to have but they stay with the job and 
w(N'k with what they get. 
There is only one way to answer a govern­ 
ment official who say s he will walk out if he 
doesn’t get the amount of money he believes 
he should have fw his office-^int him toward 
the door.

WASHINGTON - It may soon come to pass 
that the great gray U.S. buildings here will be

There are 3 million of them 
and many are pressuring 
their union leaders to push 
for the right to strik e the 
government. 
They charge that while all 
work ers in America are con­ 
stitutionally equal, the gov­ 
ernment wwk ers are less 
equal than others. They must 
sign an affidavit swearing not 
to strik e. If they do strik e Victor Rlesel 
they can be dispatched to the federal peniten­ 
tiary for a y ear. So now they are watching to 
see if New York City ’s 50,000 teachers, who 
brok e a stete anti-strik e law, will be punished. 
If not, then the hundreds of local unions 
which bargain with the federal government will 
demand equality with police, hospital work ers, 
garbage collectors, doctors, nurses and even 
school teachers. The campaign to convince a 
six-man Presidential Review Committee, which 
has just held five day s of hearings, to junk the 
strik e ban is escalating. 
„ ^ 
Pick ing up steam now on all fronts is the lit­ 
tle-k nown American Federation of Governmwit 
Employ ees (AFGE) which made a neat profit 
out of the recent antiwar demonstration. 


WHEN THE UNION heard that hundreds of 
U.S. marshals were being sped in to help 
lice the picnic crowds which had turned out to 
hear Peter, Paul and Mary and munch sand­ 
wiches on the way to storm the Pentegon. toe 
AFGE rushed in with union authorization 
cards. Union officers say they signed up over 
200 marshals. Never had the union organizers 
had such a chance. Never had so many mar­ 
shals been gathered in one spot. 
The marshals have some 
get mighty little overtime pay . They get little 
„lief when » scorting prisoners across country . 
It’s hardly as romantic as a TV sCTipt, 
There are at least two marshals locals 
one in New York and the other here in the 
capital. They work for the Justice Dejrt. Sovm 
day , will they strik e? Well, police and fwefigh- 
ters did, say some of them. 
. * 
Strik es and threats of stoppages against the 
government are not as rare a« the 
crane. Such action just doesnt mak e as much 
noise. It has escaped notice that twice the 
White House has been threaten^ by a s^k e 
by the National Assn. Assn. of Broadcast Em­ 
ploy ees and Technicians. NABET meinbers 
aren’t government employ es but such a stopp­ 
age would have raised the fever now burning 
up many government employ e unions. 
FurthermOTe, government installations are 
struck regularly by nongovernmental employ es. 
There’s a strik e on now against the Army Pic­ 
torial Center in Long Island City , Queens, N. 
Y. This Defense Dept, studio is the only one of 
its k ind in the country . It’s housed in the old 


Paramount Pictures studio (sound stages, etc.) 
which is as massive and complete a studio as 
any even in “old Holly wood.” 
This boy cott was called the other day by the 
Screen Actors Guild (SAG), as much an AFL- 
CIO union as the garment work ers — and as 
militant. The Pictorial Center not only pro­ 
duces such pictures as artillery instruction 
films for the military , but also tak es « rders 
from all other government agencies. And the 
SAG is demanding higher rates than the $50 a 
day paid narrators and the $60 88 daily paid to 
actors by the Defense Dept. The regular SAG 
minimum is $100 daily . 


EASTERN SCREEN ACTORS leaders have 
not heard from the cimimandant of the Center. 
So the boy cott lingers virtually unnoticed. 
Therefore it is hardly recorded that there is a 
strik e against the Defense Dept, itself — and a 
strik e is a strik e. 
It’s alway s the slight crack in the ice field 
which begins to unloose the iceberg. Insiders 
predict that soon the unions dealing with the 
government will follow the precedent set by 
Jerry Wurf’s militant and revitalized American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal Em­ 
ploy ees (AFLrCIO). Wurf, in many a speech. Is 
saving that the area between the private and 
public sectors is growing fuzzy . Under his lead­ 
ership communities have been “shut down” for 
week s, and one even for months. 
Those who doubt that soon enough the feder­ 
al employ es will be say ing “Let’s strik e, no 
one has punished teachers or policemen,” need 
only look at the roster of unions dealing with 
the government. There are Roy Siemlller’s Ma­ 
chinists, who have struck every thing and any ­ 
thing for higher wages; the Metal Trades who 
have struck space and missile sites: the Build­ 
ing and Ck mstruction Trades who have struck 
space and missile sites; the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades who have struck vital Naval 
shipy ards and the huge Maritime Dept, led by 
the imperturable Buny anesque seafarer, Paul 
Hall. From time to time, Hall duels with such 
figures as Bob McNamara, Orville Freeman, 
Bob Kennedy , and Willard Wirtz. The latter 
heads the Presidential Review Committee, now 
preparing its report to President Johnson. 
For the moment labor’s national leadership 
In the person of their chief, George Meany , is 
urging the government to accept a sy stem of 
binding arbitration to k eep the cool. 
The government had better grab it. It’s hot­ 
ter than they think .

DAVID LAWRENCE 
GOP Majority? 


The American people are plainly dissatisfied 
with the record of Congress — the apparent 
lack of responsiblity by the Democratic party , 
which is in the majority . 
It could happen that in the electiwi 12 
months hence the nations would re-elect Presi­ 
dent Johnson by a narrow margin but give the 
Repobfican party a majority in both houses. 
Voters affe reluctant to repudiate a president 
In the midst of war, perhaps even mwe so if 
there are additional troubles abroad. This k ind 
of (filemma arose in 1956. 
President Eisenhower was re-elcrted bv a 
larger margin than in 
y et Democrats re­ 
tained control of both houses with a narrow 
majority such as they won in 1954—a recession 
y ear in business. 
It is interesting to note extracts from some 
interviews obtained by U.S. News & World Re­ 
port immediately after the November 1956 elec­ 
tion. 


SEN. EVERETT DIRKSEN, Republican lead­ 
er (rf the Senate, said it was “logical” that the 
switching at the top of the tick et was bought 
about “m cixisiderable measure by the peace 
and-war issue.” He was ask ed if the foreign 
crisis then going on in the Middle East, due to 
the Egy ptian-Israeli confrontation over the 
Suez Canal, play ed a strong part in the Sec­ 
tion outcome. He replied; 
“Oh, I think it finally became the most im­ 
portant element in the whole electiiKi.” 
Sen. Way ne Morse, D-Ore.. was ask ed how 
he k ept his seat while the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee lost the state’s electoral vote. 
Sen. Morse answered; 
“I think it’s a very simpe thing. In the last 
two week s of the campaign, the international 
crisis created t^ tfic psy chological effect in 
this country on millions of Americans. 
“People decided they shouldn’t change the 
presidency in the midst of an international 
crisis. I think that’s understandable. I think it 
was a mistak e, but it is understandable.” 
Two y ears later—in the 1958 congressional 
election — when domestic discontent due to the 
dbwnturn in business influenced voters, Demo­ 
crats not only retained control of both houses 
but made their biggest gains in the House and 
Senate in 10 y ears, despite the presence of a 
Republican in the White House. 
Although the 1960 presidential election was 
close, Democrats continued to control the 
House and Soiate, though Republicans added 
21 seats in the House and pick ed up on in the 
Senate. These Republican gains, 
however, 
were wiped out in November 1964, as the Dem­ 
ocrats increased their majority in both the Sen­ 
ate and House to higher figures than they had 
« ijoy ed in nearly two decades. 
President Johnson was elected by a bigger 
electoral vote than Mr. Eisenhow« * achieved in 
either of his two victories. 
The trend changed somewhat in the congres­ 
sional elections of 1966, when Democrats lost 46 
of their seats in the House, which deprived 
them of their two-thirds majority . 


IN THE SENATE, they retained a majwity 
of three votes less than a two-thirds majority . 
The Vietnam War had been going on at least 
two y ears before, with the number <rf American 
troops reaching 350,000 by election day 1966. 
The big question now is whether the Demo­ 
cratic party , which is split on many issues — 
particularly on the Vietnam War problem — 
may cause the nation to vote in a ReimbUcan 
majority in Congress while showing its support 
for President Johnson in international policy . 
Sen. Dirk sen, the Republican leader, and 
many of his colleagues have made statements 
recently in strong support of the President’s 
policy in the Vietnam War, especially since the 
attack s on North Vietnam have been intensi­ 
fied. 
To put it another way , President Johnson 
may squeak by in a close race. The chances 
are that unless there is 
a decisive shift in 
Democratic party tactics in Congress a Repub­ 
lican majority may be elected next time to the 
Senate and House. 
This would be attributable to a nationwide 
feeling that the majoritv partv in Congress to­ 
day is largely responsible for failure to deal ef­ 
fectively with the nation’s acute iM’oblems on 
the domestic front.

John Nance Garner 


It is not easy to explain John Nance Gamer 
to people who don’t remember his name or 
what he stood for in partisan politics a genera­ 
tion ago. 
The mold he was shaped in was broken and 
thrown away long ago. It already was archaic 
when he was put on the Democratic ticket with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1932 — a rough hewn 
Texan to balance a suave Hyde Parker. 
It would be post-mortem flattery' to say that 
“Cactus Jack” helped win the election in 1932. 
That election was lost by Herbert Hoover and 
Charles Curtis. But it would be accurate to say 
he helped to beat Alfred M. Landon and Frank 
Knox in 1936 By that time he had become a 
symbol of integrity in an administration char­ 
acterized by the hit-’em-in the-jugular tactics of 
a new breed that had roped and branded the 
Democratic party. He never liked the newcom­ 
ers He doubted their intentions and mistrusted 
their methods. 


John Garner was dumped unceremoniously in 
1940 when he balked at a third term for Frank­ 


lin Roosevelt Henry A Wallace was put in his 
place, then dumped in turn to make a place 
for Harry Truman four years later. Mr. Gar­ 
ner went home to Uvalde, Texas, to raise pe­ 
cans and grow older gracefully. 


His death at 98 and his quiet years on the 
sidelines are a footnote on the chaotic events 
of recent years. Mr. Garner did what he said 


he wanted to do — drop out of sight. 
He made his exit from Washington graceful­ 
ly. He lived gracefully, in the light of his self- 
imposed term s, for more than a quarter of a 
century after leaving the center of the public 
stage. 
He died with his integrity intact. 
Not every man who struts the public stage 
can claim as much when his final curtain falls.

Sargent Shriver’* threat of quitting his post 
as director of the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity if his budget is cut illustrates how some 
government officials like to have two sets of 
rules for playing the money game. 
Last year, Congress authorized $1.7 billion 
for the antipoverty program.

Rut when the director is told he may have to 
tighten his operating belt, he threatens to run 
out. 
He says, in effect. “ If you don’t play by my 
rules T il go home.” 
We have news for Mr. Shriver and anv other 
government official who shares his philosophy: 
the door is open. 
Other government officials battle tooth and 
toenail to get the funds they believe necessary 
to their programs. They tell why and where 
there is need They don’t yell: “ I’ll quit!” 
They don’t always get the money they would 
like to have but they stay with the job and 
work with what they get. 
There is only one way to answer a govern­ 
ment official who says he will walk out if he 
doesn’t get the amount of money he believes 
he should have for his office -point him toward 
the door.

WASHINGTON — It may soon come to pass 
that the great gray U.S. buildings here will be 
picketed by 
experts — not by amateurish 
peaee-ists 
but 
by 
angry

employes. 
There are 3 million of them

their union leaders to push 
for the right to strike the 
government. 
They charge that while all 
workers in America are con­ 
stitutionally equal, the gov­ 
ernm ent

equal than others They must 
sign an affidavit swearing not 
to strike. If they do strike 
Victor Riesel 
they can be dispatched to the federal peniten­ 
tiary for a year. So now they are watching to 
see if New York City’s 50.000 teachers, who 
broke a state anti strike law. will be punished. 
If not, then the hundreds of local unions 
which bargain with the federal government will 
demand equality with police, hospital workers, 
garbage collectors, doctors, nurses and even 
school teachers. The campaign to convince a 
six-man Presidential Review Committee, which 
has just held five days of hearings, to junk the 
strike ban is escalating. 
Picking up steam now on all fronts is the lit­ 
tle-known American Federation of Government 
Employees (AFGE) which made a neat profit 
out of the recent antiwar demonstration.

The m arshals have some grievances Ihev 
get mighty little overtime pay. They get little 
relief when escorting prisoners across country. 
It’s hardly as romantic as a TV script. 
There are at least two m arshals’ locals - 
one in New York and the other here in the 
capital Thev work for the Justice Dept Some 
day. will thev strike’’ Well, police and firefigh­ 
ters did say some of them. 
Strikes and threats of stoppages against the 
government are not as rare as the whooping 
crane. Such action just doesn’t make as much 
noise. It has escaped notice that twice the 
White House has been threatened by a strike 
by the National Assn. Assn. of Broadcast Em ­ 
ployees and Technicians. 
NABET members 
aren’t government employes but such a stopp­ 
age would have raised the fever now burning 
up many government employe unions. 
Furthermore, 
government installations 
are 
struck regularly by nongovernmental employes. 
There’s a strike on now against the Army Pic­ 
torial Center in Long Island City. Queens, N. 
Y This Defense Dept studio is the only one of 
its kind in the country. It’s housed in the old 


Param ount Pictures studio (sound stages, etc I 
which is as massive and complete a studio as 
anv even in “old Hollywood.” 
This boycott was called the other day by the 
Screen Actors Guild (SAGI, as much an A FIr 
CIO union as the garment workers — and as 
militant. The Pictorial Center not only pro­ 
duces such pictures as artillery instruction 
films for the military, but also takes orders 
from all other government agencies. And the 
SAG is demanding higher rates than the $50 a 
day paid narrators and the $60 88 daily paid to 
actors by the Defense Dept. The regular SAG 
minimum is $100 daily. 


EASTERN SCREEN ACTORS leaders have 
not heard from the commandant of the Center. 
So the 
boycott 
lingers virtually 
unnoticed. 
Therefore it is hardly recorded that there is a 
strike against the Defense Dept, itself — and a 
strike is a strike. 
Tt’s always the slight crack in the ice field 
which begins to unloose the iceberg. Insiders 
predict that soon the unions dealing with the 
government will follow the precedent set bv 
Jerry Wurf’s militant and revitalized American 
Federation of State. County and Municipal E m ­ 
ployees (AFI^-CIO). Wurf. in manv a speech, is 
saving that the area between the private and 
public sectors is growing fuzzy.

“Pro blems o f th e Small and 
Private Co lleges" were discuss­ 
ed by Dr. Everett Cattell, pres­ 
ident o f Malo ne Co llege, Can­ 
to n, wh en h e addressed th e Ro ­ 
tary Club Tuesday no o n at th e 
Travelers Ho tel. 
Despite a general belief to th e 
co ntrary , Dr. Cattell emph asiz­ 
ed th at co lleges <k) no t h ave it 
better th an ever befo re. 
He po inted o ut th o ugh ‘“uni­ 
versities are o verflo wing with 
students, mo ney is readily o b­ 
tained and Uncle Sam is sup­ 
ply ing aid, co lleges still h a ve 
many , many pro bblems.. 
In discussing federal aid, Dr. 
Cattell po inted o ut th at mo st 
o f th e grants are fo r experi­ 
mental purpo ses and marginal 
uses rath er th an fw th e real 
“Iwead and butter" a s c h o o l 
needs. 
He co nceded th at co nsiderable 
mo ney h as been spent fw h igh ­ 
er educatio n, but feels it h as 
no t do ne eno ugh go o d. 
Dr. Cattell co mmented th at h e 
Is fro m th e o ld sch o o l o f math e­ 
matics wh ich believes th at “two 


men in Wash ingto n fo r tw o 
weeks co uld sit do wn and be­ 
tween th em decide wh eter th e 
real pro blems in educatio n lie 
and cut th e pie and deliver 
it. . 
“Th e f e de r a l go vernment, 
h o wever, en^lo y s a vast num­ 
ber o f co llege graduates to run 
th e educatio nal pro gram. Only 
a y ear ago th ey made a pitch 
to a meeting o f co llege presi­ 
dents fo r graduates. 
“One o f th e speakers to ld me 
later th at very so o n th ey wo uld 
need 15,000 mo re emplo y es." 
A critical pro blem facing co l­ 
leges is th e lack o f f a c ul t y 
members, th e speaker co ntin­ 
ued, and po inted o ut h o w th e 
go vernna« it is draining a w a y 
many po to ntial teach ers. 
Dr. Cattell advised th at man 
mo M find in educatkm princi­ 
ples th at will be th e same in 
th e y ear 2000 A.D. 
“Th is,” h e said, ‘“is th e o nly 
way man will truly beco me ed- 
ucirted.”

Seen At Chester 


The Chester Water and Sew-: 
age Board apparently will be 
able to spend a $22,000 balance 
in its plant construction fund, 
it was learned Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
Board Members Roy C a s te l­ 
lar, Percy William, F r a n k 
Weaver and Mayor Burton G. 
Ward. along with sewage plant 
operator Leonard Cowey a n d 
water department superintend­ 
ent Louis Covey, met with Don­ 
ald Vaughn of the consulting en­ 
gineering firm of Cerrone and 
Vaughn at Wheeling. 


THE INFORMAL meeting be­ 
gan at the City Hall and later 
adjourned to the east end pump­ 
ing station and the unused 1st 
St. emergency pumping station. 
Vaughn was asked to write a 
change arder which would allow 
the city to use the excess funds 
to pay for all the improvements 
necessary when the emergency 
pump was installed in the East 
End site. 
The 1st St. station was un­ 
used and so fell Bito disrepair. 
Nearly $1,200 was spent earlier 
this year in an attempt to re­ 
build the station, but the proj­ 
ect had to be abandoned be­ 
cause workers found the well 
was no longer usable. T h e n 
the board decided to install the 
emergency facility at the pres­ 
ent pumping station and funds 
were sought from the Sinking 


Fund office, into which 
t h e 
board’s excesses are deposited. 


THE 
MORE 
t h a n $22,000 
would be used to rebuild the 1st 
St. station and for drilling the 
necessary new well, extend the 
final drain pipe from the sew­ 
age plant to the river in an at­ 
tempt to cut down complaints 
of odors during warm months, 
far improvements at the sew­ 
age plant, including the c o n ­ 
struction of a small building far 
storage, and to enclose a grit 
machine used in the sewage fil­ 
tration process, and possibly to 
correct a sewer drainage prob­ 
lem on Columbia Dr. 
The revitalization of the 1st 
St. station would furnish Ches­ 
ter with a second source of wa­ 
ter.

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Ohio Apportionment 
Plan Cire ii Wide Edge 


COLUMBUS, Ohio < AP) - I 
The legislative apportionment 
amendment won passage by a 
wide margin Tuesday, climax 
Ing a prolonged battle over 
the makeup of the 
General 
Assembly. 
Voters showed a change of 
heart in approving the con­ 
troversial measure. 
With all of (he state’s 12.8:12 
polling places reporting, 
the 
vote was 1.315,982 in favor and 
908.844 against. 
Two previous plans had been 


rejected at the polls, the last 
one in May of this year. 
The proposal had bipartisan 
support in contrast to heavy 
Democratic opposition met by 
the two previous plans. A 50- 
member legislative committee 
of Republicans and Democrats 
campaigned for approval. 
But opposition came from 
Senate Minority leader Frank 
W. King. Toledo Democrat, and 
State 
Democratic 
Chairman 
Morton Neipp, who campaigned 
against it only in his role as 


Lucas Co u nt y 
Democratic 
chairman. 
It also was opposed by the 
Ohio AFL-CIO, of which King 
is president. 
But the issue was approved 
in 
Lucas 
County, 60.547 
to 
42.448. 
Support came from big and 
small counties. 
The big counties of Franklin 
(Columbus), Cuyahoga (Cleve­ 
land!, 
Hamilton 
(Cincinnati!. 
Montgomery ( Dayt on) and 
Summit (Akron) all recorded 
favorable votes. 
It was defeated in Mahoning 
County where it had strong op­ 
position by organized labor. 
The measure calls for elect­ 
ing 99 representatives and 33 
.senators, all from single dis­ 


tricts, the same as the tem-i 
porarv plan used in 1966 to 
elect present members of the 
General As s embl y . Three 
House districts make up a 
senate district. 
Ohio’s old apportionment sys­ 
tem was ruled invalid by the 
U. S. Supreme Court's 1962 
historic 
decision calling 
for 
election of state legislators on 
a “ one man, one vote” basis | 
The new apportionment plan 
calls for use of present House 
and Senate districts until after 
11970 when the next federal 
census will be taken 
After the 1970 census and 
before the 1972 election, the 
1 state apportionment board is to 
meet to shape new districts in 
line with population changes 


The first election under this 
revision would be in 1972 for 
the 1973 session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
The new system also adds 
two n e w 
members to the 
present Apportionment Board, 
which now includes the gover 
nor. auditor, and secretary of 
state. At least one new mem­ 
ber would be from the minorih 
party, a major request sought 
bv Democrats, who are now in 
the minority in the legislature 
and hold no statehouse offices 
The first two apportionment 
plans were defeated in May 
1965 and May 1967. Both had 
heavy Democratic opposition.

WHY THEN, a r e nU we 
watching a TV play contempo­ 
rary to Vietnam and an Army 
major’s effort at pacification of 
a Vietnam v illage? 
The reason, if it ev en can be 
called that, is simply TV’s re­ 
luctance to do any contempor­ 
ary drama. Last season “ CBS 
Playhouse” did present an ori­ 
ginal drama about a Negro ser­ 
geant in Vietnam (“ The Final 
Wm* of Oily Winter” ), but that 
has been the mly <me hav ing 
to do with Vietnam 
Except to what the TV news 
correspondents call the bang- 
baiM stuff (combat scenes), the 
mediiium dev otes v ery l i t t l e 
cov erage to what actually goes 
on in Vietnam or how people in 
America are reacting. 


MEL FERBER, who has pro­ 
duced and directed the TV ad- 
aptati(Mi of “ A Bell to Adano,” 
detoids its rev iv al 
the 
grounds that It is an intoesting 
Piece of theater in which inter- 
estiog things are said, “ despite 
where or when the story takes 
place.” 
Mel, incidentally, feels a real 
kinship with “ Bell” because he 
serv ed as a corporal with an 
American civ il affairs unit dur­ 
ing and after the war in 
France and Germany. 
• /*A Bell to Adano” is good 
theater, as Ferber says, and 
there is more than one mes­ 
sage to be deriv ed frrnn Maj. 
Victo Joppolo’s approach to 
the v arious problems he experi- 
efices in restoring order to the 
v illage of Adano. 
'“ I think the main message is 
that we must stand for what 
we believ e in and that there 
are certain things we don’t per­ 
mit ourselv es to cominximise 
on,” says Ferber. “ Maj. Joppo- 
1o risks his career when he 
goes against the gmeral’s or- 


AFTER Maj. Joppolo (played 
by John Fwsythe on TV) also 
has restored the town’s bell (he 
gets it from a Nav y ship) and 
is being transferred out of 
Adano, he hears it ringing and 
says, “ That bell shakes the 
whole damn building. It shakes 
the whole damn town!” 
John Hersey, who authored 
the nov el from which the play 
was written, was showing us 
how each indiv idual must fight 
for democracy when the time 
comes or we all can lose it. 
But how much more effec­ 
tiv e, as mentioned before, if 
our major were in Vietaam 
facing perhaps similar prob­ 
lems (including a hard-headed 
general) and leav ing his mark 
on a Vietnamese v illage. 


PRODUCER - 
DIRECTOR 
Ferber believ es many v iewers 
of “ A Bell to Adano” can re­ 
late Maj. Joppolo to tlw prob­ 
lems we face today, but I won­ 
der. Wwld War II was some­ 
thing we were proud to be in­ 
v olv ed in. 
Vietnam we’re not so sure 
about, and tiiis fact might 
make a Maj. Joppolo seem 
ev en more of a martyred hero 
and the general more of a v il­ 
lain and more a part of the Es­ 
tablishment. Also in World War 
II we ki» w we were winning. 
In Vietnam we don’t kiMwr. 
To this Ferber replies that all 
TV directors and niters would 
lov e to do something more con­ 
temporary, but that “ A Bell to 
Adano” is definitely better than 
the run-of-the-mill TV we’re 
watching today. 
“ ALSO, in ‘Bell,’ ” he says, 
“ the v alues are true and the 
people in the drama are those 
3mu can become inv olv ed with 
and feel for.” 
This is true enough, and I 
am grateful that “ A Bell to 
Adano” is to be seen on TV, 
but I still can’t feel auite as in­ 
v olv ed as I might if it were 
about something happening in 
the world right now.
